BEP0BT  FOB  YEAB  1889-90. 


During  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1890,  the 
Lending  Department  of  the  Library  was  open  to  the 
public  on  271  entire  days.*  The  total  number  of  issues 
was  257,511,  as  against  236,894  in  the  previous  year — an 
increase  of  20,617  issues.  The  largest  issue  on  any  one 
day  took  place  on  15th  March,  when  1577  separate  issues 
were  made,  representing  an  overturn  for  the  day  of  3154. 
In  the  Heading  Boom,  51,084  Magazines  were  issued 
during  the  year,  as  against  53,280  in  the  previous  year — 
a decrease  for  the  year  of  2196  ; while,  in  the  same  Boom, 
the  small  library  of  Books  of  Deference  were  consulted 
7707  times,  as  compared  with  8088  times  in  the  previous 
year.  The  total  number  of  separate  issues  in  the  Lending 
Department  and  Beading  Boom  for  the  year  was  316,302, 
as  against  last  year’s  total  of  298,262 — an  increase  over 
the  whole  of  18,040.  Since  the  opening  of  the  Lending 
Department  in  1886,  there  have  been  1,055,466  separate 
issues  to  the  public  for  home  reading  of  entire  books,  or 
issuable  parts  of  books.  In  this  large  overturn,  all  the 
books  have  been  accounted  for,  but  five  of  them  may  be 
considered  lost,  as  those  who  borrowed  them  have  left 
town  ; and,  spite  of  the  efforts  made  to  trace  them,  their 
present  whereabouts  are  still  unknown  to  the  Committee. 

* The  Department  being  open  to  the  public  on  Wednesdays  for  only 
two  hours,  four  Wednesdays  are  reckoned  as  equivalent  to  one  entire 
day. 
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During  the  year,  there  were  obtained  for  the  Lending 
Department,  by  purchase,  1440  volumes,  and  by  gift  77 
volumes,  but  as  1000  of  these  were  used  to  replace  worn- 
out  and  withdrawn  copies,  and  131  volumes  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  Reference  Department,  the  net  increase  is 
359  volumes,  and  the  total  stock  of  the  lending  Depart- 
ment, therefore,  now  stands  at  22,361  volumes. 

The  Committee  has  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  re- 
ceipt of  298  volumes  and  207  pamphlets,  of  which  77 
volumes  have  been  placed  in  the  Lending  Department. 
It  has  also  to  thank  the  donors  of  58  periodicals  of  vari- 
ous kinds  which  are  placed  in  the  Reading  Room  for  the 
use  of  the  public. 

The  Register  of  Borrowers  from  the  Lending  Depart- 
ment has  been  carefully  revised  and  purged,  only  those 
names  being  left  on  it  for  which  new  tickets  had  been 
issued  during  the  year.  Thus  rectified,  the  Register  now 
includes  a total  number  of  7583  Borrowers.  Twenty-two 
books  were  lost  by  borrowers,  and  paid  for  by  them  or  their 
guarantors.  The  sum  so  received,  together  with  the 
amount  paid  by  way  of  fines  for  detention  and  damage  of 
books  amounted,  in  all,  to  £164  14s.  2d.,  being,  on  an 
average,  nearly  12s.  2d.  per  day  ; 1469  forms,  bespeaking 
books,  were  handed  in,  and  post-cards,  to  the  value  of 
£6  2s.  5d.,  were  sent  out  in  response.  1232  Catalogues 
and  Supplements  were  sold,  yielding  a sum  of  £20  7s.  8d. 

The  Binding  operations  for  the  year  have  been  heavy. 
5598  Volumes  have  been  treated  for  slight  repairs  and  re- 
covering by  the  Committee’s  own  binder  working  in  the 
Library.  In  addition  to  these,  1723  volumes  belonging 
to  the  Lending  Department,  and  1390  volumes  belonging 
to  the  Reference  Department,  have  been  bound  or  re- 
bound by  other  binders,  at  an  average  cost  of  elevenpence 
and  one  shilling  and  one  penny  per  volume  respectively. 
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With  regard  to  the  work  of  organising  the  Reference 
Department,  the  Librarian  was  able,  in  the  month  of 
July,  to  report  that  about  6000  volumes  had  been  dealt 
with,  and  the  work  of  preparing  them  for  public  use  was 
well  advanced.  In  order  that  this  might  be  brought 
to  a completion,  and  the  remaining  volumes  belonging 
to  the  Department  might  be  similarly  dealt  with  before 
the  opening  of  the  new  building,  it  was  resolved  to 
procure  the  services  of  an  additional  assistant.  In  con- 
sequence of  this  step,  the  work  is  now  proceeding  at 
a rate  which  leaves  little  doubt  that,  with  the  entrance 
of  the  Library  into  its  new  premises,  the  privileges  of  a 
well  equipped  Reference  Department,  which  have  been 
so  long  denied  to  the  public,  will  be  fully  established. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  the  Committee  records 
the  fact  that,  in  the  beginning  of  April,  the  Town  Council 
accepted  tenders  for  the  erection  of  a new  building  on  the 
Rosemount  Viaduct,  and  that  the  w^ork  is  now  in  pro- 
gress.
